DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The applicant's arguments in response to the office action dated January 29, 2004 are 
found to be persuasive. Claims 19, 20, 22, 23, 25, 26, 34, 35, 36, 39, 41, 42, 43 and 44 are 
allowable because the claimed subject matter is not taught nor fairly suggested in the prior art. 
The prior art does not teach the compounds or methods claimed relating to melanin concentrating 
hormone antagonists. 

The closest prior art is found in Fink et al. where compounds are taught that have 
differing structures than those claimed by the applicant; wherein the applicant's claimed 
compounds are limited by "n" being 2-4 and "Y" being limited to "C1.3 alkylene."
